Figure 6 contains a floating item 41 on the left. Even though the examiner knows 
that this is referring to the detection lever, it is requested that this minor informality be 
corrected.

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Allowable Subject Matter

Claim 1 recites: 

Disk insertion-detection, which are rotated in an axial direction with respect to the 
disk-shaped recording medium by the outer edge of said inserted disk-shaped recording 
medium. 

This limitation, in combination with the limitations of the other claims, is neither 
anticipated, nor rendered obvious by any prior art of record. 

The closest reference, Yamanaka (US Patent Number 6754901), discloses a 
disk insertion mechanism with rotating levers, however, these levers do not rotate 
axially with respect to the disk.
